La “ley del sueño” o “DREAM

educación secundaria, y no contar 
con antecedentes delictivos. 

Este proyecto, inicialmente 
iba a ser aprobado por el Senado 
Americano en el mes de junio de 
este año, pero una enmienda rela- 
cionada con la ley de defensa hizo 
que se postergara.

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Congresistas piden 
reapertura de inscripción TPS 
para Nicaragua y Honduras 


Washington (EFE) — Líderes demócratas y republicanos de la 
Cámara de Representantes de Estados Unidos instaron al Gobierno a que 
reabra el período de inscripción del TPS para miles de nicaragiienses 
y hondureños debido al paso del huracán “Félix”. 

En una carta enviada al Presidente George W. Bush, los legisla- 
dores recordaron que el plazo de reinscripción para los beneficios de 
Estatus de Protección Temporal (TPS) caducó el pasado 31 de julio, 
un mes antes de la llegada de “Félix” a la zona. El huracán dejó al 
menos 130 muertos y 86 desaparecidos, además de la destrucción de 
19,000 viviendas. 

“La extensión del TPS para los nicaragiienses y hondureños que 
viven en Estados Unidos es clave para facilitar la reconstrucción de 
sus países, lo que permitirá que la región se recupere sin causar más 
presiones a la ya recargada infraestructura social”, dijeron en la misiva 
con fecha del viernes pasado y divulgada hoy. 

El TPS es un beneficio migratorio que el Gobierno de Estados Uni- 
dos otorga a extranjeros que huyen de desastres naturales o conflictos 
civiles, para que puedan vivir y trabajar legalmente en el país. 

'ara mantenerse en vigencia, sin embargo, el programa tiene que 
ser extendido periódicamente por el Gobierno. Se calcula que 78,000 
hondureños y 4,000 nicaragiienses pueden reinscribirse en el TPS 
debido al huracán “Félix”. 

Los legisladores indicaron en la carta a Bush que, según las Nacio- 
nes Unidas, el huracán destruyó cerca del 80% de los 10,000 hogares 
afectados en la zona, y que unas 160,000 personas atraviesan “graves” 
condiciones después del desastre natural,

kids, mostly women and seniors. 10 million in U.S. 
experience the pain of hunger.” 

Some have never felt the “pain of hunger” or the 
anxiety of not knowing where they will sleep. This is 
a problem that is constantly growing, affecting more 
people breaking boundaries of ethnicity, gender and 
age. Poverty and hunger have indiscriminately but 
consistently sent people to bed without a meal and 
children to school on empty stomachs. People then 
choose to keep a roof over their head, gas in their cars, 
or continued medication for ailing family members 
over food. 

Hunger affects people from every facet of life. 
The line is quickly becoming blurry between those 
known as the fortunate and those in need.

A group of U.S. physicians who are collaborating with the Hearts 
with Hope (Corazones Con Esperanza) Foundation will travel this month 
to Arequipa, Peru, where they will perform free heart operations on 60 
children. 

“We’re going to evaluate and provide surgical treatment to children 
with congenital heart problems,” Dr. Juan Alejos, a pediatric cardiologist 
at UCLA’s Mattel Children’s Hospital, told Efe. 

He said that he is scheduled to operate on 60 children over the two- 
week period, adding that he and his team will evaluate 500 more patients, 
and if it is not possible to attend to them on this trip they will do so the 
next time they travel to Peru. 

A month ago, the foundation sent to Peru a shipping container full 
of $3 million worth of materials and medical equipment with which they 
will be working.Alejos said that on this seventh trip the travel costs will 
be about $50,000 for the 40-person team, but if they had to operate on the 
60 patients in the United States, the costs would be $15 million. 

Among the volunteers who will travel to Peru on this occasion is Dr. 
Bill Sears, 67, who explained to Efe that his motivation was born years 
ago after he received a heart transplant, and the heart came from a young 
Mexican boy.=>

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U.S. court throws out suit against Mexican prelate 


ALos Angeles judge dismissed 
a suit against Mexican Cardinal Nor- 
berto Rivera for allegedly conspir- 
ing with U.S. Catholic prelates to 
protect a pedophile priest. Plaintiff 
Joaquin Aguilar, 26, accuses both 
Rivera and Cardinal Archbishop 
Roger Mahony of Los Angeles of 
covering up for a priest who Joaquin 
says sexually abused him when the 
latter was an altar boy in a Mexico 
City church and went on to molest 
other youngsters after his transfer to 
Southern California. 

The plaintiff says he filed the 
suit after learning that the Rev. 
Nicolas Aguilar, who is no relation 
to his accuser, was charged with 
other instances of abuse in the Los 
Angeles Archdiocese, where he was 
sent at Rivera’s recommendation. 

In dismissing the suit, Los 
Angeles Superior Court Judge 
Elihu Berle pointed out that Rivera 
could not be found guilty in a U.S. 
court because the plaintiff lacked 
sufficient proof against him, the 
plaintiff’s attorney Mike Finnigan 
said. 

“It was a question of a legal 
technicality,” the lawyer said. Agui- 
lar’s suit is backed by the Survivors 
Network of those Abused by Priests, 
or SNAP. 

Another attorney representing 
Joaquin Aguilar, Vance Owen, said 
last year during a visit to Mexico 
with his client that the cardinals 
were named in the suit “because 
they were the priest’s superiors and 
protected him by transferring him to 
another parish, rather than punish- 
ing him for his crimes.” 

According to Joaquin’s legal 
team, evidence of the prelates’ 
negligence and their “conspiracy” 
to protect the cleric is contained in 
several letters the bishops wrote to 
each other, copies of which were

Congresista propone pruebas

Tancredo, quien representa 
a Colorado, propuso la prueba 
genética con ADN para evitar el 
fraude en las solicitudes de visa 
y el uso de documentados de 
identidad “poco fiables”. 

“Esto ayudará a proteger la 
integridad de nuestro sistema de 
inmigración. Nos dará una he- 
rramienta más para asegurar que

explicó el representante. 

Entre otros elementos, el 
proyecto de ley pedirá que los 
departamentos de Estado y Se- 
guridad Nacional identifiquen 
y aprueben los sitios donde se 
puedan realizar las pruebas de 
ADN. 

El costo para este nuevo 
requisito sería financiado a través 
del incremento en las tarifas para 
los trámites migratorios. 

Según Tancredo, la tecno- 
logía ya existe y debe utilizarse 
para fortalecer la seguridad nacio- 
nal “en un mundo posterior a los 
atentados del 11 de septiembre”.

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Bolivia threatens to boot 
U.S. envoy over comments 


La Paz (EFE) — The Bolivian government will declare U.S. Am- 
bassador Philip Goldberg “persona no grata” if he fails to apologize 
for remarks interpreted as ridiculing President Evo Morales. 

Presidential chief of staff Juan Ramon Quintana issued the warn- 
mE Monday night while on an official trip to the eastern city of Santa 

ruz. 

The flap arose after Morales, addressing the U.N. General As- 
sembly in New York, suggested that the United Nations consider 
moving out of the United States in the face of what he described as 
Washington's open hostility to some of the foreign leaders who travel 
to the Big Apple for U.N. events. 

In response, Goldberg said he wouldn't be surprised to hear Mo- 
rales demand that Disneyland be relocated. 

“I understand that if the ambassador doesn't apologize, there exists 
a formal sequence (of events) and he could be declared persona non 
grata,” Quintana said Monday, referring to the U.S. envoy. 

Such a declaration, he added, “indicates that the (Bolivian) gov- 
ernment is removing its confidence from him, and the United States 
would have to make a decision about having an ambassador who is 
an invalid interlocutor.” 

“This situation could create a turning point in the relationship 
between Bolivia and the United States. However, we don't have the 
mood of a rupture, but rather what we're trying to do as a sovereign 
country is work to avoid having expressions of this kind offend the 
public dignity,” he added. 

Bolivian-U.S. relations have been marked by a string of incidents 
since Morales, a socialist who is this Indian-majority country's first 
indigenous president, took office in January 2006.<>

México y España acuerda plan piloto de

Madrid (EFE) — España 
y México alcanzaron un acuerdo 
para poner en marcha un plan 
piloto de un año de duración para 
la contratación de trabajadores 
mexicanos por empresas españolas, 
informó el Secretario de Trabajo 
mexicano, Javier Lozano Alarcón.

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Year-End tax planning

As the end of the year ap- 
proaches, it is time to consider stra- 
tegies that can help you reduce your 
tax bill. However, most tax tips, 
suggestions, and strategies are of 
little practical help without a good 
understanding of your current tax 
situation. This is particularly true 
for year-end planning. You cannot 
know where to go next if you do not 
know where you are now. 

So take a break from the usual 
fall chores, pull out last year’s tax 
return, along with your current pay 
stubs, and account statements. Do- 
ing a few quick projections will help 
you estimate your present tax situa- 
tion and identify any glaring issues 
you will need to address while there 
is still time. 

When it comes to withhold- 
ing, don’t shortchange yourself 

If you project that you will owe 
a substantial amount when you file 
this year’s income tax return, ask 
your employer to increase your 
federal income tax withholding 
amounts. If you have both wage and 
consulting income and are making 
estimated tax payments, there is an 
added benefit to doing this: Even 
though the additional withholding 
may need to come from your last 
few paychecks, it is generally treat- 
ed as having been withheld evenly 
throughout the year. This may help 
you avoid paying an estimated tax 
penalty due to under withholding. 

Of course, if you have sig- 
nificantly overpaid your taxes and 
estimate you will be receiving a 
large refund, you can reduce your 
withholding accordingly, putting 
money back in your pocket this year 
instead of waiting for your refund 
check to come next year.

Originally intended to prevent 
the very rich from using “loopholes” 
to avoid paying taxes, the alternative 
minimum tax (AMT) snags more 
and more middle-income taxpayers 
every year, since (unlike regular 
income tax) it doesn’t keep pace 
with inflation. The AMT is governed 
by a separate set of rules that exist 
in parallel to those for the regular 
income tax system. 

These rules disallow certain 
deductions and personal exemptions 
that you are allowed to include in 
computing your regular income tax 
liability, and treat specific items, 
such as incentive stock options, dif- 
ferently. As a result, AMT liability 
may be triggered by such items as: 

- Large numbers of personal 
exemptions 

- Large deductible medical 
expenses 

- Large deductions for state, 
local, personal property, and real 
estate taxes 

- Home equity loan interest 
where the financing isn’t used to 
buy, build, or improve your home 

- Exercising a large incentive 
stock option 

- Large amounts of miscella- 
neous itemized deductions such as 
unreimbursed employee business 
expenses 

So when you sit down to pro- 
ject your taxes, calculate your 
regular income tax on Form 1040, 
and then consider your potential 
AMT liability using Form 6251. If 
it appears you will be subject to the 
AMT, you will need to take a very 
different planning approach during 
the last few months of the year. Even 
some of the most basic year-end tax 
planning strategies can have unin- 
tended consequences under AMT 
rules. For example, accelerating 
certain deductions into this year 
may prove counterproductive since 
AMT rules may require you to add 
them back into your income. See a 
tax professional for information on 
your specific tax situation.

The last few months of the year 
may be the time to consider delaying 
or accelerating income and deduc-

If you expect to be in a different 
tax bracket next year, doing so may 
help you minimize your tax liability.

With the big push for ecotour- 
ism in the last few years, Mexico 
now offers kids a chance to learn 
about its unique environments 
while having fun. And though the 
Riviera Maya has become a center 
for eco-park activity, such facilities 
are now appearing in other parts of 
the country. 

The largest and most expen- 
sive of these eco parks, Xcaret, a 
quiet cove turned tropical waterside 
theme park, lies about an hour from 
Cancun and four miles south of 
Playa del Carmen on Highway 180 
along the Riviera Maya. An under- 
ground river ride, the park’s main 
attraction, winds through jungle 
surroundings. Wearing a life-jacket 
and snorkeling gear, kids and their 
parents can swim through cool water 
currents that flow through mysteri- 
ous caves and man-made caletas or 
inlets. There’s also an aquarium, 
zoo, botanical garden, butterfly 
pavilion, mushroom farm, orchid 
conservatory, a lagoon with mana- 
tees, wild bird aviary, horseback 
riding, and an aviary showing how 
the Maya cultivated bees, kids can 
also wander through the reproduc- 
tion Mayan village where costumed 
dancers perform daily. 

The hefty daytime admission 
charge of $59 per adult and $41 per 
child five to twelve includes snor- 
keling and “snuba” tours (exploring 
the ocean floor while attached to an 
air line). It’s less costly to visit at

night when the entrance fee drops 
to $42 for adults and $29.50 for 
children. 

Grutas Aktun Chen, another of 
these eco parks, lies about two and 
half miles past Akumal. It’s name 
means “cave with an underground 
river inside” and that’s about what 
visitors see in this park spanning 
988 acres of low-lying jungle. Here, 
parents can take their young ones on 
a walking tour of the largest cave, 
which shows the usual stalagmites 
and stalactites found in most other 
limestone caverns. After touring 
the cave and walking through the 
jungle filled with tropical plants, 
a stop at the small restaurant for a 
cool tropical juice drink and a snack 
is a must. 

The 247-acre Punta Sur Na- 
tional Ecological Park, located at the 
southern tip of Cozumel, is home to 
birds, reptiles, and fish that inhabit 
Columbia Lagoon and adjacent 
mangrove swamps. After a swim, 
parents can take their brood on a 
guided jungle walk, then stop for a 
bite or a cool drink at the snack bar. 
It takes a minimum of five hours to 
see it all. Admission is $12 per per- 
son; children eight and under get in 
free. Shuttles make stops throughout 
the park every 15 minutes, taking 
visitors from point to point. 

Kids, especially younger ones, 
love zoos where they can watch 
and interact with local and exotic 
animals. Mexico has three major 
ones. The largest, Africam, a wild 
animal safari park on the outskirts 
of Puebla, showcases over 2,000 
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Kids learn about nature 
at Mexico’s Eco-Parks

wild animals from 250 different 
species, many of whom are native 
to Mexico and on the endangered 
list. Here, they roam freely as if it 
was their natural habitat, divided by 
regions into Asia, Africa, and North 
America. 

Mexico’s second largest zoo is 
Zoológico Guadalajara in Parque 
Natural Huentitdn, just seven miles 
northeast of the city. This zoo con- 
tains more than 1,500 animals of 
over 230 species, two aviaries in 
two giant four-story glass pyramids, 
a reptile house, and ponds filled 
with black and white swans. Here, 
little ones can even feed and pet 
animals in the Zoológico del Niños, 
the Children's Zoo. Families enter 
through a colonnade featuring 17 
columns of monkeys created by 
Sergio Bustamante, Guadalajara’s 
most noted contemporary sculptor. 
When their kids get tired, parents 
can take them for a ride on the pan- 
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oramic train to see many animals. 
And in the Safari Masai Mara, older 
children will enjoy photographing 
animals in their native habitat on a 
real photo safari. Within La Guarida 
(The Lair), kids can learn more 
about animals in the first interac- 
tive learning center within a Latin 
American zoo. Admission is $4 for 
adults, $2.50 for kids. 

The Parque Zoológico de 
Chapultepec (Chapultepec Zoo) in 
Mexico City contains 1,300 species 
of animals, over 200 of which roam 
in natural habitats, including panda 
bears and a rare black rhinoceros. 
Not only is it the best zoo in Latin 
America, but it's also free. 

But as much as kids enjoy see- 
ing the animals that roam the Earth, 
so they also enjoy watching the 
denizens of the deep as they grace- 
fully swim in large tanks in one of 
several aquariums. Veracruz's ultra- 
‘modern Acuario (Aquarium), north 
of Playa Villa del Mar, continually 
packs in the crowds. Designed by 
Hiroshi Kamio, noted aquarium 
architect, it includes 100 tanks fea- 
turing salt and freshwater fish from 
México and other Latin American 
countries, a touch-me table, a tropi- 


cal rain forest, and a closed-circuit 
television showing algae and small 
life forms.
